Blocdy Riot Follows Hurling Of Bomb At 


Religious Procession 


Christians Attack Jews And Streets Trans- 


formed into Rivers of 


Blood 


St. Petersburg. June 15.—Bloody 


clashes occurred at Bialystok, Russia, 
between Christians and Jews. The 
outbreak followed the dead of a Jew- 
ish anarchist, who threw a bomb at a 
Corpus Christ! procession, killing or 
wounding many persons. In conse- 
quence the Christians attacked anJ 
maseacred the Jews and demolished 
their shops. Hundreds of persons 
were killed or wounded. The bomb 
was thrown from the balcony of a 
house in Alexander street. A Russian 
clergyman was among tho^e killed. 


Immediately after the 
explosion 


Jews began to fire with levolvers from 
the windows of the house .into the 
crowd. Soldiers surrounded the house 
and Sred two volleys into the win 
dows. Meanwhile the enraged Chris- 
tians attacked the Jewish stores in 
Alexandrov and Suraz streets, demol- 
ishing the fixtures and windows and 
throwing tho goods into the gutters 
and beating £.i1 murdering the Jew.s 
A crowd of Je/.a fled to the railroad 
station, pursued by the mob, which 
killed many of ti:?m there. Three 
Jews were thrown lioai the second 
story windows of the railroad station 


The Jews are fleeing fiom Bialystok 


to the neighboring forest, and mob 
are pursuing them. Detachments o 
dragoons have been sent out to pro 
tect the Jews. Jews arriving there on 


railway trains have been dragged out 
of the cars and many murdeied. 
Troops ha*b cleared the railway sta- 
tion. 


The signal for the outbreak, which 


apparently was deliberately planned. 
Kjrhaps as a counter stroke for the 
murder of Chief of Police Derkatchoff 


>n June 10. which was attributed to 
Jewish buhdists, is given as the ex- 
plosion of a bomb during a religious 
n-ocession. This was followed by re- 
volver fusillades in several quarters of 
the city. The police are said not to 
lave attempted to interfere in the 
early stages of the riot The Jews, 
who number three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation of the city, offered the best re- 
sistance possible, many of them being 
armed, but were unable to prevent the 
pillaging of their homes and places of 
business. Finally the military inter- 
fered. 
Reinforcements have 
been 


rushed to Bialystok from Grodno. 


Several members of parliament re- 


ceived messages from Jewish corre- 
spondents at Bialystok stating that 
the police apparently had given over 
the Hebrew population to slaughter 
and pillage. These correspondents 
urged that the only hope was in an ap- 
peal to the minister of the interior to 
interfere in their behalf. A delegation 
of deputies immediately called at the 
headquarters of the police department, 
where they were informed that all 
measures possible had been taken to 
stop excesses and restore order.

the navigator to descend, the .ship be- 
ing safely landed close to the monu- 
ment. In a half hour the ship again 
was in flight, and the navigator, after 
twice circllns the monument at a dis- 
tance of 400 feet, steered tor the "White 
House. He landed' about 60 yard* 
from the south- portico. Mrs. Roose- 
velt was at the window when the de- 
scent was made and exhibited great In- 
terest in the strang looking structure. 
After remaining in the grounds a short 
time the navigator made another a» 
cent, carrying his ship over the thrti 
newspaper offices, and then took • 
straight course down PennsylvanU 
avenue to the Capitol. The navigatof 
passed over the Capitol south of tM 
great dome and* then circulated around 
and around over the plaza on the eaat 
front, finally bringing his ship to tM 
earth. After remaining about a quar- 
ter of an hour at the Capitol, the navi- 
gator again set sail and, passing ov« 
the building north of the dome, started 
back to VireiniA.
